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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 8-20, 22-23 and 25-27 are considered allowable since when reading the 
claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP §21 1 1 .01 , none of the references of 
record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations 
specified in independent claims, including an invention of a method for printing an 
indicium comprising selecting a print resolution characteristic for at least a portion of the 
indicium. 

Specifically, independent claims 8, 19 and 23 disclose transforming a source 
image of the at least a portion of the indicium based on the selected print resolution 
characteristic (defined at e.g. H 0042); and printing the indicium on a substrate, the at 
least a portion of the indicium being printed based on the transformed source image 
(defined at e.g. H 0009, 0046). Independent claim 14 discloses examining the indicium 
to determine a print resolution characteristic; extracting at least one symbol included in 
the indicium, the at least one symbol specifying an actual print resolution characteristic 
(defined at e.g. H 0007). 

The examiner performed extensive search, especially in class 382, but failed to 
read the limitation of "transforming a source image based on selected print resolution 
characteristic". The patent closest to the applicant's subject matter, USPN 
20040160508 discloses an image forming apparatus and data transformation, but does 
not perform transformation based on selected print resolution characteristic .

A practical application of the invention is for printing and verifying postage indicia 
(see Abstract).
